Sergeant Scott of Company K had a repu- 
tation to uphold. He'd never fallen down on 
an assignment. It was unthinkable, as far as 
he was concerned, for to fail, he felt, would 
be a reflection on the honor of Company K, 
of which he'd been a proud member for 25 
years. And here he was a hard-bitten veteran 
who had reached his middle years — yet was 
fighting in the hottest engagements on the 
European front of World War II without a 
thought of age or risks. But never before had 
he had an assignment like this. The captain 
had called him and told him just how things 
stood. Underground reports had filtered 
through to the effect that Field Marshal Her- 
mann Von Lorenz planned another of his fly- 
ing visits to the front — a morale maneuver 
to which he resorted occasionally in an effort 
to pep up the spirits of Nazi front line fighters. 
And the report said that he'd be at Morand, 
a German position just a few short miles 
away, on that very night. "Actually, there's 
nothing we can do about it," the captain said. 
"Sure, it would be a terrible blow to the Nazi 
cause if we could collar his Nibs — but an at- 
tack in force wouldn't accomplish a thing!
